After a few formalities
such s the nppolnting of a commitiee on
grodentinle, consisting of K. B. Smith of
Harrison county; J. W. Hrown of Cass and
J. B, Gowdy of Guthrle, and a committee on
rosolutions composed of A, M. Hutehinson,
Pottuwnttumie: 8. B, Keene, Harrison, and
N. Miller, Mills. the temporary organization
wis made permament.

While the committees were at work N.
Miller made o speceh, in which he urged
that fusion was the only salvation of the
populist party. At his suggestion a com-
mittee of three, conslsting of O, Dennls,
Moutgomery,; 8. K Keene, Harvison, awl
O L. Gillette, Pottawattamie, was appointed
to confer with the ke committee from Bry-
an's followers on the other side of the hall.

While the committesr was conferving the
committee on reseplutions roported the fol-
lowing, whielh were adopted

We, the representotives of the people’s

list convention prevalled. Some of the dele-
gates, however, were anxlous to know how
the demoeratie nomines would tuke their
platform as expressed in the resolutions, so
a committee was appointed to request the
presence before the convention of Captain
Lyons,

He accepted the invitation, but when he
appeared nothing was sald about the popu-
Nst platform, and the democratic nomines
wus (nstead permitted to declare himself,
He relterated the remarks made before the
other convention, and after shaking hands
with the delegates, bade them good by, say- |
fug he would meet them at the polls this
fall. The convention was then declared ad-

Popoorats Eaxily Pick a Man to Run Against
Bmith McPherson.

STILL WEDDED TO FREE SILVER IDEAS

lesolntions Endorsing the Chicago
Pintform Adopted by Democrain
=—Funlon n Matter of Very Lits
tle Effort on Doth Sldes,

Captaln James A. Lyons of Guthirle Center
war nominated yesterday afternoon by the
dumocratic convention of the Ninth congres-
Klonal district os the party’s candldate for
tongredsman. The nominution was made on
the firet bdllat, Prof. H, W. Sawser of
thin ety heing the only other candidate
voled on, Captain Lyons was also indorsed
by the populists, who met In convention at
the same time. Dr. Emmert of Atlantle
had previous to the convention been we-
lected na the unanimoun cholee of the demao-
crats of the Ninth congressional district, but
nn #oon as the republlicans gelected Hon,
Smith MePherson of HRed Oak as  thelr
standard bearer, the doctor from Cass coun-
ty dechded that he preferred to pursue the
oven tenor of his wav and continue (o at-
tend to the sick ruther than be olfered up
as a lamb for the slaughter this fall. At a
menting of the leaders held yesterday morn-
Ing before the convention met Dr. Emmert
stated that he declined under the elrcum-
stances to be o candidate and refused ab-
solutely to have his name brought before
the convention.

It was close upon 2 o'clock when the
demovratie convention of the Ninth congres-
wlonal digtrict, announced for 1 o'clock, was
called to order by Steven B. Morrissey of
Hurlan, chalrman of the congressional com-
mittes, Mr, Morrisgey at once announced
Lew 'T. Genupg of Hastings as temporary
chalrman  and George Ferguson of Logan as
temporary seerctary.

Mr. Genung on assuming the gavel was
recelved with voclferous cheering, and he
al once proceeded to mike his lttle talk
which, from the time ho consumed, gnve the
Impression that he was sparring against
time. A% moon as the chanlrman had fn-
fshedd Delegate P H, Kelly demanded at-
tentlon while he stated that the convention
wng honored by having in its midst Miss
Bonnle Dryon of Audubon county, n second
vousin of thelr great leader, Colonel Willlam
Jennings HBryan, and he requested that the
yvoung woman be glven an opportunity to
adilress the convention, Miss Bryan, who
was sented with the Audubon delegation,
was on the polnt of saying something when
9 H. Wadsworth called attention to the
fact that the work of organlzing would con-
sume congiderable time, and moved that
the convention proceed to select the usual

Captain James A. Lyons of Guthrie
county, the joint nominee of the democrats
and populists of the Nioth congresslonal
district, Is not altogether unknown to polit-
fcal fame. Although engoged in the gen-
wral mercantile business In Guthrie Center,
he has found time to dally with politics and
has held office, but always ag a4 republican.
His political career commenced when he
was elected by the republicans to represent
Guthrie county In the Twentleth general
nesembly. He was re-elected and served o
the Twenty-fNrst assembly. In 1888 he wan
elected auditor of state and served until
January, 1804 In 1863 be went before the
state convention and sought the nomination
for governor in opposition to Fraok Jack-
son and when he falled to secure It bolted
his party and stumped the state aghinst
Jackson., He then joined the ranks of de-
mocracy and in 1866 stumped the etate and
made free sllver speeches for Bryan, In
1847 he again took the stump In support of
Fred White for governor.

Lyonn fa Named,

Following the recess the conference com-
mittee reported that it had bad a most sat-
Isfactory Interview with a llke committes
from the popullst camp and that the popu-
list convention was ready (o accept the reso-
lutions passed by the democrats and en-
dorse whatever candldate they mlght nom-
fnnte. The announcement was recelved with
much cheering. Delegate Cochran of Logan
wias becoming by this time Impatient and he
moved that tho Iuformal ballot he made
formal and Lyons nominated by acclamation.
